REDS CLAIM ADVANCES 


By the Associated Press 
On the European front, British 
w arplanes capped a devastating 
w eek long air offensive by sm ash­ 
ing heavily at Germany's big nav- 
j a1 base of Kiel before dawn and 
bombed the N azi battleship 
lair 
a t Trondheim, Norway, for 
the 
second night in a row. 
G reat fires w ere left raging at 
Kiel, the British said, while 
the 
Germans asserted that the RAF 
aimed its bombs at ‘‘cultural m on­ 
um ents,” dwellings and hospitals. 
The 
N azi 
high 
command 
acknowledged an unspecified num ­ 
ber o’f civilian casualties and said 
the raid cost the British l l bomb­ 
ers, m aking a 48-hour total of 36 
R A F bombers shot down. The high 
com m and said 25 were shot down 
Monday night alone. 
On the 
Soviet 
front, 
Russia 
claimed an im portant 45-mile ad­ 
vance in four days in which the 
Red arm ies storm ed across a big 
river and sent the Germans reel­ 
ing back to the southw est. 
It w as the m ost sw eeping 
ad­ 
vance described in Soviet dispatch­ 
es for w eeks. 
A side from helping to stem the 
flow of German w ar supplies 
to 
the R ussian front, the R A F ’S lat­ 
est raids indicated that the B rit­ 
ish were sm ashing hard in an a t­ 
tem pt to knock out German naval 
bases along the channel “invasion 
coast.” 
Am id indications that a m ajor 
naval battle m ay be im pending in 
a showdown for 
control 
of 
the 
vital northern sea 
lanes, 
British 
naval circles expressed keen op­ 
tim ism over the ability of the R oy­ 
al navy to deal w ith the Germans. 
Tile new blows against Kiel and 
Trondheim 
delivered while Presi­ 
dent R oosevelt announced in W ash­ 
ington that “soon Am erican flying 
fortresses will be fighting for the 
liberation of the darkened contin­ 
ent of 
Europe”—clim axed 
seven 
successive nights of the heaviest 
sustained assault in RAF history. 
To a cheering house of commons, 
B ritish Air Secretary 
Sir A rchi­ 
bald Sinclair said the attacks on 
Luebeck and R ostock exem plified 
the governm ent’s policy “to 
de­ 
stroy the enem y capacity to m ake 
w ar.” 
German night raiders countered 
w ith a 20-plane attack on the Brut­ 
ish industrial Midlands, 
bombing 
the city of York (Pop. 85,000) and 
m achine-gunning streets and shops. 
Five of the N azis w ere reported 
shot down.

“We ch» not have to ask them. 
They have already given 
us their agonized answers. 
“This great war effort must he carried through to its vic­ 
torious conclusion by the indomitable will and determination of 
the people.” 
Any person who listened to the speech or has since 
studied it will agree with the chief executive, “The price 
is not too high!”

School officials in the borough and county arc com­ 
pleting plans for the giving out of sugar ration cards 
next week. in compliance with federal regulations.
